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Farren,  Skipper 
Five  Reap  Harvest

Paul  Farren  must  be  loving 
every  minute  of  it. 

After  suffering  through 
things  like  a 5 • 11  basket- 
ball season  last  year  and  a 2 - 7 
football  season  in  the  fall,  the 
b'5"  senior  and  the  basketball 
'cam  he  co-captains  have  both 
blossomed  this  winter. 

Last  Tuesday  Farren  scored 
at  a point  per  minute  rate  as 
the  Skippers  ran  up  a 42  - 17 
halftime  lead  en  route  to  an  86 
• 54  win  over  East  Bridge- 
water.  For  an  encore  on 


Aggie  73  - 49. 

With  the  exception  of 
Farren.  the  Skippers  played 
lethargic  basketball  against 
the  Aggies,  trailing  by  2 after 
one  quarter  and  holding  a slim 
six  point  lead  at  the  half.  A 
more  aggressive  defense  after 
intermission  produced  a 25  - 
16  third  quarter  and  with  it 
Cohasset's  twelfth  win  of  the 
season  (against  4 losses). 

Two  nights  earlier,  the  Skip- 
pers had  less  trouble  with  East 
Bridgewater,  despite  the  ab- 
sence of  John  HowJey  and 
Mark  Goff.  Coach  John  Le 


Thursday,  the  Cohassct  center 
poured  in  25  points  (on  brill- 
iant 11  or  12  shooting)  to  lead 
the  Skippers  over  Norfolk
